Model Cities does not exist any longer.-The rules are 
different. The game is given different today. 

Citizen involvement is admirable and necessary. It is to be 
encouraged, but only encouraged when citizen involvement 
brings to the board citizens who have something to give. 

Internal squabbles play right into the hands of the enemy. 
It might be said that the NDC board andthe CAMCAO board 
have met the enemy and they are the enemy: 

it would be money well-spent if a city-wide and week-long 
program could be developed to provide professional board 
training to all community boards. 

\f community boards do not understand their function, 
they can only become-or remain-obstacles to the success 
of the very programs they espouse.

_ The implementation of public policy on social issues has 
usually manifested itself in new laws, new rules, new regu- 
lations and a tax supported bureaucracy to handie the 
perceived problem. For many, it amounts to government 
imposing value judgments and moral imperatives in areas 
where there is no valid reason for government intrusion. 

Such a public policy question is currently emerging and 
the battle is again being fought, improperly, in the legis!- 
tures of America. : 

The issue is smoking. Better defined, it is smoking in 
public places. Do smokers have a right to invade the pres- 
ence of nonsmokers? / 

Where there has been no legislation the solution has 
generally been a set-aside section of seats or spaces for 
one of the groups, smokers or non-smokers. Where legisla- 


tion has been enacted the result has been chaos, frustra-__ 


tion, disrespect-for law, and a waste of money. 

Overburdened police officers and municipal health offi- 
cials have been legislatively bound to seek out violations of 
efforts to deal with serious crime. 

There are valid arguments on both sides but until 
national policy is changed smoking is a legal, permissible 
activity in the United States. 

itis unfair for anon-smoking minority to impose their will 
through legislative blackballs or forcing entrepreneurs to 
allocate an inordinate percentage:of space in their estab- 
lishments to satisfy the morality imposed by non-smokers. 

If legislators would stay out of their smoke filled back- 
rooms and let individual wills solve the problem, our state, 
-and our nation will be better for it. 


Mandatory seat belts 


Automobile manufacturers are racing against a govern- 
ment imposed deadline to persuade enough state legisia- 
tors, representing a vast majority of Americans, to pass 
mandatory seabelt legislation. Ifthe automotive companies 
fail to accomplish their legislative mission, they must install 
airbags. 

In Ohio, the battle is being debated before the Ohio 
legislature. Virtually everyone agrees that seatbelts are 
important, if they are used. But a growing concensus 
agrees that passive restraints, such as airbags are better, 
safer, and should be made available. ; 


Only two car manufacturers, Ford and Mercedes Benz, 
offer airbags as optional equipment and then, only on 
selected models. The Ohio Insurance Institute (Oll) has 
joined the battle and garnered significant statistical evi- 
dence, from crash tests conducted at the Ohio Transporta- 
tion Research Center, to bolster their position. 


Seatbelts were not enough to prevent a, driver from 


_ serious head and chest injuries, in a33 mile-per-hour crash 


into a barrier. 


Several Oll tests were conducted, using the Ford LTD 
under the following conditions: equipped with no res- 
traints; just lap belts; lap belt and shoulder harness; just 
airbags; airbags and lap belts; and airbags and lap belts, 
with shoulder harness. 


The test measured the severity of head, chest and leg 
injuries, using percentages up to 100 percent, which 
represented a fatality. 


In both the no restraint and lap belt tests, injuries were so 
severe to the test dummy, that.it could be classified as a 
fataility. Head injuries to the dummy, using the lap belt 
showed 258 percent damage, or more than the 240 percent, 
registered by the unrestrained dummy. 

The lap and shoulder harness test was better, with head 
injuries measuring 86 percent, which would indicate per- 
manent injuries to a human, with severe crippling results. 


Head injury to the dummy with the airbag-equipped car 
was substantially reduced to 21 percent. 

A combination of airbags and seatbelts produced even 
more impressive results. 


The Ohio Legislature should support the auto industry's 
goal of mandatory seatbelts, but such a law should take 
into consideration the need to save tives as well.

either reduced services or 
increases in state furiding to main- 
tain continued levels of service. 

For example, a proposed cap on 
federal funding for medicaid 
would cost Ohio an estimated 
$246 million in Fiscal Year 1986 
alone -- an amount equal to almost 
14 percent of the total estimated 
cost of the program, and more

The bill was a bipartisan 
effort designed to make only 
minor changes in the state's 
congressional boundaries. 


During the previous general 
assembly, Senate Democrats 
wanted to redraw lines which 
allegedly favored Republicans 
in Columbus and Franklin 
County. One proposed Demo- 
cratic plan would have placed 
almost all the Blacks in Frank- 
lin County in one congres- 
sional district. However, the 
iliness of Sen. Oliver Ocasek 
forced Democrats to recon- 
sider their plans, and Republi- 
cans regained Senate control 
in January. 


The Senate is expected to 
favorably consider the legisla- 
tion, which must be enacted in 
time for the 1986 elections.

We talked to her recently and she 
evealed that she will soon be 26--in March in 
act.

Says Irene, “Working with Diahann was the 
opportunity of a lifetime! She's so 
professional--yet so sweet and funny at the 
same time” She also starred in “For Us The Liv- 
ing”, a PBS movie with Howard Rollins. 

Irene left home at 17+to live with drummer 
Leo Adamian. She says “Things had gotten 
unbearable at home. My parents and | could 
not get along, and I had to get out. thad been 
brought up in the world of show biz, and | was 
quite mature for my age.” ae 

She experienced some of the rebellious 
feelings that so many teens do as they make 
the transition to young adulthood. 

This was a lonely, somewhat frightening 
time for Cara as she encountered real “fame” 
for the first time.

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WEDDING CAKE EXTRAVAGANZA 

With patience and a little skill you can pro- 
duce this opulent flower bedecked-wedding 
cake masterpiece. Enlist the help of a friend 
or two to cut down on time and effort. You can 
all share in the joy of accomplishment. 

The recipe can be cut down to produce just 
the center part of the cake (two layers). Just 
cut all the ingredients in half and follow the 
directions. If you go for the whole cake, you'll 
have created an extravaganza that will long 
be remembered. 

HAZELNUT-CRANBERRY WEDDING CAKE 
(Serves 60-70) 
Hazelnut-Spice Cake 
.(12 cups) 3 cups all-purpose flour 
(16 teaspoons) 4 teaspoons baking 


powder 
(4 teaspoons) | teaspoon cinnamon 
(3 teaspoons)*% teaspoon allspice 

(2-2/3 cups)% cup butter, softened 
(1 cup)% cup superfine sugar, sifted 
(4) 1 whole egg 
(20) 5 egg yolks 
(3 cups)™% cup milk 
(6 teaspoons) 1-1/2 teaspoons vanilla 
(2 cups) 2 cup toasted, chopped 
hazeinuts* 
The figures in ( ) are the total amqunt needed 
for cake. Prepare 4 batches using smaller 
quontities: It wilt be easter-to-mix-this-way. 
Preheat oven,to 325 degree F. Sift flour before 
measuring. Sift again with baking powder, and 
spices. Set aside. 


Cream butter. Gradually add sifted sugar, 
beating until light and creamy. Add egg and 
egg yolks all at once; beat well. Combine milk 
and vanilla and add alternately with flour mix- 
ture, beating well after each addition. Stir in 
hazelnuts. Each recipes makes 6 cups batter. 

Measure batter into well-greased and 
floured boking pans. You will need 22-1/2 cups 
batter for coke. Use remaining batter for cup- 
cakes; do not add to layers. Prepare 6 8-inch 
squares using 1-3/4 cups for each pan, 39-inch 
rounds using 2-1/2 cups and 3 8-inch rounds 
using 1-1/2 cups for each pan. Bake for 30 
minutes_or_until toothpick inserted in center 
comes out clean. Cool in pons 10 minutes. Turn 
out onto paper towels. Cool thoroughly. (Cake 
layers can be frozen.) 

“Note: For Cake and Filling (Can be done 
a week in advance) 

Spread 1-1/2 pounds hazelnuts (filberts) in 
single layer on baking tray. Bake at 350 
Degree F. about 12 minutes until skins begin 
to crack. Cool thoroughly. Firmly roll 6 to 8 
nuts at a time’in palms of hands to remove 
loose skins. (Not all of skins will peel off.) 
Cranberry-Hazelnut Filling 
4 cans (16 ounces each) Ocean Spray . 
whole berry cranberry sauce 
1 cup toasted, finely chopped hazelnuts” 

Combine ingredients in bowl. Use between 
layers of hazelnut cake as wedding cake is 
assembled. Makes 6 cups. 

Wedding Cake Icing 

4 cups solid vegetable shortening 

7 pounds sifted confectioners’ sugar 
1-1/2 cups milk 

4 teaspoons vanilla 

it may be necessary to make frosting in 2 
or 3 batches so it will fit in the mixer. 

Beat shortening in large bow! of electric 
mixer. Add confectioners’ sugar 1 cup ata 
time, beating slowly and scraping sides of 
bow! often. As mixture thickens alternately 
add confectioners’ sugar with milk and vanilla. 
Do not overbeat. If mixture becomes too thick 
for mixer, stlc-in final sugar by hand. Keep 
covered with damp cloth. Makes 15 cups 

(Frosting may be made ahead of using. 
Wrap in plastic or airtight container and 
retrigerate,) 

Crumb-Coat Frosting 
1 pound confectioners’ suger 
1/2 cup milk 

Sift sugar and add milk, Beat with wire 
whisk until smooth: Prosting should be con- 
sistency of honey; adjust with additional milk 
or confectioners’ sugar as needed,

Stack three 9-inch round 
layers. Trim 8-inch layers to make 6-inch 
layers. 

4. Disassemble square tiers, labeling the 
postion for?reassembling. Spread% cup

reassemble. Do not spread on top layers. 

5. Disassemble 9-inch round layers. Spread 
1 cup Cranberry-Hazelnut Filling between 
layers. Reassemble on 9-1/2 inch circle of 
cardbeard. 

6. Disassemble 6-inch round layers, 
Reassemble on 5-inch cardboard platform. 
Spread '4 cup Cranberry-Hazelnut Filling be- 
tween layers. 

7. Place 6-inch tier on 9-inch tier. Center. 
Using toothpick draw around top tier to mark 
position. Remove top tier. Spread marked cir- 
cle with Wedding Cake Icing to a thickness of 
approximately inch. _ 

8. Insert 1/4-inch woodén dowel in approx- 
imate center of 9-inch tier, pushing dowel to 


bottom of tier. Mark dowel at top of frosting. - 


Remove dowel and cut 6 pieces to exact length 
of mark.

11. Using a spatula to lift cakes, push wax- 
ed paper squares alightly under bottom edges 
of 8-inch square” and 9-inch round tiers, 
overlapping squares to protect bases from 
frosting drips. 

12. Prepare Crumb-Coat Frosting, Spread 
over cake tops and aides to eliminate the pro- 
blem of ccumbs in the outer frosting.

President John Jacobs. “The simple answer is 
that joo many whites turned out and voted for 
Reagan to make whatever blacks did have any 
impact," the NUL concluded. "Generally, white 
America gave President Reagan 66 percent of 
their vote....Whites were not behaving as they 


did in 1980 (55 percent for Reagan). They were

more. Only three racial-ethnic groups gave 
(Democratic Presidential Candidate Walter

(91 percent), Jews (66 percent) and 
Hisponics (65 percent). But these groups con- 
stituted only 10 percent and 3 percent of the 
1984 electorate. Stated another way with so 
many whites making: up their minds to favor 
one candidate over the other, it made little dif- 
ference what blacks, Jews and Hispanics 
decided to do,” said the NUL researchers. 

Why couldn't some one figure this out 
before the election in developing a coalition 
strategy with blacks and other 
groups....Speaking to the black owned Na- 
tional Newspaper Publishers Association in 
the heart of Reagan country in Palm Springs. 
Calif.. NAACP president Ben Hooks, who 
originally opposed the Jackson campaign said 
the candidate did “a magnificent job in 
demonstrating the effectiveness of black 
leadership in dealing with all the issues...” 

Apparently, most Democratic National Com- 
mittee members think they have developed a 
strategy to deliver the next election. Drop ap- 
peals to the black voter and the southern voter 
as their key supporters and depend solely 
upon labor and the liberals to win the big 
ones....This policy became evident at the DNC 
annual meeting when they picked Sen. Ted 
Kennedy's former aide. Paul G. Kirk as the 
new party chairman and ousted veteran Gary 
Mayor Richard Hatcher as vice chairman in 
favor of Roland Burrus, the aspiring black II- 
Hlinois U.S. senatorial candidate who former- 
ly served as state comptroller. 

Although the Democratic Congressional 
Black Caucus power is growing in the House 
of Representatives with Reps. William H. Gray 
(Pa.), Ronald V. Dellums (Calif.), Parren J. Mit- 
chell (Md.) Mickey Leiand (Texas), Charles B. 
Rangel (N.Y.) and Walter E. Fauntroy (D.C.) 
assuming key chairmanship posts on the 
bosis of seniority and adroit leadership, the 
DNC Block Caucus strategy resulted in the 56 
minority members among the 378 party 
delegates demonstrating less influence 
despite the fact that Washington leader 
Sharon Pratt Dixon won her push for party 
treasurer....Congressman Leland has emerg- 
ed as a new power broker in the party os CBC 
chairman....

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The Asante Struggle—Part II

Despite the losses of 1874 the Asante region 


remained independent...its hegemony 
remarkably in tact. In 1894 the British demand- 
ed of the Asantehene, Prempeh, King of the 
Asante, and occupant of the Golden Stool, that 
a colonial officer take residence in Kumasi as 
administrator. 

Prompeh refused and sent his own am- 
bassadors to London to negotiate different 
terms. They were turned away. The count- 
down had begun. Immediately, the British sent 
a military expedition to extract the cost of 
maintaining these forces and presented new 
demonds. 

Without warning in January, 1896, King 
Prompeh and the Kumasi area chiefs were 
seized, arrested and incarcerated two hundred 
miles away in the Elmina dungeons on the 
coast a few miles from Cape Coast Town. 


Feartul of the ire of the people, of the talk- 
ing drums and of the secret communications 
from dungeon to forest, Prompeh and the 
Asante government were transferred to Sierra 
Leone, three countries and 1200 sea miles 
away. 

Soon after the January 5, 1897 arrival in 
Freetown, Sierra Leone, Prompeh let it be 
known to the British government that he was 
quite willing to pay the indemnity and that he 
be allowed to return to Kumasi. 

Three petitions were repeatedly turned 

own. The Gold Coast colonial governor, Sir 

Frederick Hodgson, haughtily informed 
Prompeh that he was deluding himself for 
thinking the British really wanted indemnity 
that they could now obtain all the money 
they wanted with him out of the country and 
out of control. His continued detention was 
necessary, Prompeh was told, to “reorganize” 
the country. 

Back in Kumasi loyal Asante chiefs sought 
repatriation of their beloved King and promis- 
ed to acquiesce to Queen Victoria's govern- 
ment’s demands. 

But Governor Hodgson, still fearful of the 
proud and assertive Asante, (their constant 
petitioning and hiring of lawyers to present 
their case in London tattled him), demanded 
that London exile Prompeh even farther away 
by removing him from West Africa altogether. 

Following this, Hodgson made his famous 
ludicrous demand, (which has become known 
as Hodgson’s Folly”)—that the Golden Stool 
of the Asante be turned over to him as he 
would henceforth be the ruler of the Asante-- 
he alone would sit on the Golden Stool! 

Needless to say, these were fightin’ words! 
Their king had already been exiled and now 
was added insult to injury with this demand 
to give up their very soul! 
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Thousands of warriors quickly rallied to the 
leadership of the Queen Mother Yaa 
Asantewaa of Ejisu. The seventh British- 
Asante had begun. This war is also known as 
the “Yoo Asantewaoa War”. 

Huge daily headlines appeared in London 
newspopers about the wor and fear of 
Hodgson’s fate. The Queen Mother won early 
battles through shrewdly executed strategies 
forcing Hodgson, himself, his wife and his 
aides along with the British army to take 
refuge in the British fort, (now a tourist site), 
in Kumasi. 
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British troops were rushed from all of West 
Africa and farther to Hodgson’s rescue, to 
engage battle with the Queen's Asafo 
warriors; 

Lugard’s northern Nigeria troops, the rem- 
nants of the Benin punitive war soldiers in 
Southern Nigeria; Sierra Leone troops, West 
Indies troops, troops from England and African 
mercenaries. 

Still it took four months and twentieth cen- 
tury combat artillery to defeat the black 
Queen. 

Meanwhile, Prompeh was being shipped 
from Sierra Leone into still farther, 
unbelievable exile--the Seychelles, tiny islands 
in the Indian Ocean some 8,000 sea miles 
away and 1,000 miles trom the African conti- 
nent, somewhat equivalent to banishment 
from the Ozarks to Outer Siberia. 

With the defeat of the Queen Mother, 

Elmina was filled with new political prisoners. 
The leaders were banished to the Seychelles, 
Yao Asantewaa headed the list. 
_ Summarily, ten prominent Asante patriots 
were publicly hanged "for defending the land 
of their birth”. The Golden Stool was never 
captured. 

When travelers today read the inscription 
on Kumasi's monument, the Cenotaph, com- 
memorating those who died in “foreign” wars, 
it can now be revealed that the same spot also 
marks the market square gallows that were 
erected by the British to hand the ten Asante 
citizens. : 

And so it was that Asante was proclaimed 
officially annexed to the British Crown. 
“Reorganization” was effected ond “loyalties 
were cemented under colonial supervision’.

We're told that while alto saxophonist Ar- 
thur Blythe was recording this album, he was 
awaiting anxiously the birth of his. son: 
perhaps this inspired him to take this latest 
LP-end “Put Sunshine Int.” This-is the seventh 
Columbia LP for the 44-year-old musician 
originally from Los Angeles. Instead of work- 
ing with his usual quintet, “Black Arthur” has 
brought in producer and arranger Todd 
Cochran, who plays computer drums, synth 
bass and. synthesizer on the opening cut 
“Tumalumah.” Here's a light, airy dance tune 
with R&B elements and the full sax tones of 
Blythe, and i recall hearing this type of sound 
on some old Sypro Gyra albums. With “Uptown 
Strut,” we can see Arthur's changing direc- 
tions, as Cochran and some other friends get 
into a fynkier thing with somewhat more dar- 
ing synthesizer excursions, not unlike those 
that such artists as Herbie Hancock attemp- 
ted to create in a “fusion” or “progressive” at- 
mosphere. To put it another way, this stuff is 
quite different from what we were hearing 
from Arthur back in 1979 when he released 
his first album for Columbia, “Lenox Avenue 


Breakdown.” This was actually a jazz album, 
and it had such notable players as Cecil McBee 
and Jack DeJohnette. There was a 9:33 cut 
that Arthur wrote titled “Slidin’ Through.” and 
here his horn took on blues tones with a 
seven-beat groove cooking in the background; 
this record is a much better example of his im- 
provising abilities than his current album, 
which is at times predictable.

South Africa: What About It? 

Well, here we go again with South Africa 
and apartheid. As for as most of us were con- 
cerned, apartheid was almost forgotten unti! 
black South African Bishop Desmond Tutu won 


the Nobel Peace Prize and raised the issue of - 


South African apartheid to the world once 
again. 

How could we have forgotten millions of 
black South Africans who are virtual slaves in 
their own native homeland? Under apartheid, 
black South Africans cannot vote or even 
socialize in the white sections of South Africa. 

How could we go on living in America, free 
to do as we please, when black South Africans 
are still fighting for basic human rights? So, 
what are we supposed to do? Is South Africa 
our problem? We've got probiems of our own 
you know. 

We just got whipped pretty badly political- 
ly in the last election; | personally don't know 
anyone who is related to anybody or who 
knows anyone who lives in South Africa. | 
know that sounds cruel. After all, these are 
black people. Somehow or another, we are 


related to them because we are black. 


Americans. 

| guess that also means we are related to, 
and somehow responsible to, the rest of the 
black Africans in our very fragmented, 
revolutionary-torn homeland where every 
country has some type of political, economic, 
or social crisis needing international attention. 


But can we really do anything for the plight 
of blacks in South Africa? After all, we 
ourselves are facing decaying inner cities with 
large vulnerable black populations, the 
highest rate of black unemployment since the 
depression, and a growing, white, conser- 
vative political backlash. How can we possibly 
offer resources and assistance when we are 
in so dire need of our own scarce resources? 


Con we afford to use our political 1.0.U.'s 
to help a country that many of its fellow black 
African countrymen refuse to help? Believe it 
or not, many black South Africans are satisfied 
with the economic gains of black South 
Africans in the last decade despite the 
presence of opartheid. 

| believe we can do something to bring 
obout the ‘abolition of apartheid in South 
Africa. We can deal with the economics cof 
South Africa. In doing so, we can gain valuable 
experience in dealing with our own problems 
in America by dealing with them from an 
economic perspective. 

South Africa exists and is allowed to pros- 
per in. the world community because it pro- 
vides a sound economy and political stability 
for international investors—bonks, multina- 
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tional companies, pension funds, and 
financiers—who are looking for attractive in- 
vestment opportunities. : 

It is these very investments that keep South 
Africa alive and rolling despite world political 
protest and moral outrage over its apartheid 
policies. 

South Africa's strength is its ability to attract 
investment capital. It is that strength that can 
be attacked and thus make the South African 
Government seriously deol with its un- 
conscionable policy of apartheid. 

Economic sanctions and disinvestments 
against South Africa would severely cripple its 
economy. | recently read an article by a black 
syndicated columnist who suggested that 
economic sanctions would hurt black South 
Africans and the gains they have recently 
mode. 


| also read a column written in a major white 
weekly magazine where many of the major 
corporations investing and operating in South 
Africa didn’t feel that they could make the 
South African Government change its apar- 
theid policies, You know, | may be controver- 
sial, and at times, even profane — but I'm not 
stupid. Ss 


To suggest that dealing directly and serious- 
ly with the apartheid problems of SouthAfrica 
via the economic sanctions route would hurt 
South African blocks is like saying that pushing 
tor the abolition of slavery would have upset 
those happy sloves in the South who felt that 
their masters would have eventually set them 
free!!! 

Then, there is the matter of Mobil, IBM, 
Citicorp, and Kodak— juat to name a few of 
the major American corporations who are do- 
ing business in South Africa. 

For representatives of major multinational 
corporations who provide money, in- 
vestments, and employment for the South 
African economy, to suggest that they cannot 
dictate in decisive terms what that country's 
political climate should be, is to deny the ex- 
istence of American imperialism. 

To bring this analogue closer to home, if 
Mobil, IBM, and Citicorp don't have a say in 
the political decisions of South Africa, then 
Ford, General Motors, and Chrysler have very 
little to do with the policical climate of Detroit, 
Michigan! ! 

The point is that money fuels an economy 
and to stop the flow of money into an economy 
would severely damage the economy. An 
economic boycott that promotes disinvestment 
in South Africa would damage the South 
African economy. 

The result could be widescale unemploy- 
ment among its white elites, as well as, a 


depression-like wave of bankruptcies and 
business failures. This is something that no 
country can afford. For without money, one 
cannot feed and house on army. 

Nor can one buy sophisticated weaponry. 
Finally, a country with a disrupted, unstable 
political climate coupled with a bankrupt 
economy cannot borrow money from the 
world's bankers and financiers. 

Ever since the South American, Mexico, and 
Third World debt crises came to light, any 
country that looks a little weak in the money 
department is to be avoided by the interna- 
tional financial community like a woman with 
30th degree herpes! 

Already many universities and at least 13 
cities have enacted some forms of economic 
sanctions against South Africa. Universities 
have restricted their endowment funds from 
investing in South Africa. Many cities have 
passed ordinances that restrict pension funds 
investments in companies that do business in 
South Africa. In my opinion, these kinds of ac- 
tions will have an effect on the political climate 
of South Africa. 

These efforts just need to increase. More 
companies should be forced to follow suit and 
disinvest in South Africa. Pension Funds, 
banks, and other major corporate entities that 
operate in South Africa understand “market 
pressure”. 

“Market pressure” occurs when consumers 
{just like you and me) decide that we won't 
do business with companies that do business 
with South Africa. This does not require that 
you carry a picket sign on a picket line. All 
you have to do is spend your money or bank 
your money with companies who believe as 
you do! That South Africa's Apartheid policies 
ore bad for business. 

For those of you wondering whether_or 
not your little monies can actually make a dif- 
ference, believe me, your money makes a dif- 
ference. For exampie, there are hundreds of 
banks competing for your deposits. There are 
several oil companies who would love your 
business. 

And God knows, IBM ain't the only com- 
puter company in town. It is through your 
sophisticated application of economic pressure 
that giant companies whovare tacked ina bats 


tle for your business can be gersuaded to da 
the morally correct thing and abolish 
apartheid!

The definition is: Collagen a protein 
substance, on insoluble_fibrous_protein 
that occurs in vertebrates as the chief con- 
stituent fibrils of connective tissue (as in 
skin and tendons), and of the organic 
substance of the bones; and is characteriz- 
ed by swelling in water solutions by con- 
version to gelatin.

This skin 
contains collagen or fibrous protein—the 
elastic quality of our complexions.

The collagen fibers are wound together to 


give the structural support and suppleness to 
the skin. When creams and lotions that con- 


tain collagen are applied, they will moisturize 
only. The skin cannot absorb the product. 
There will be no penetration into the epider- 
mis, the uppermost layer of skin. 

Now, just under the epidermis lies the der- 
mis, which is composed mostly of collagen. 

It is this collagen and our hereditary factors 
that determin the condition of the skin, its ap- 
pearance. In young looking facial skin the col- 
lagen network is intact, and the skin is 
smooth. 

But, in fime.this network weakens, and so 
does the support. As a result, the skin begins 
to lose its shape and resiliency. Injection, by 
needle, administered by a doctor, is the only 
way that protein can penetrate the skin; And, 
the protein must be converted to a compatible 
soluble form. 


Soluble animal collagen has been used to 
treat patients since 1975, and by 1981 the 
material was given marketing clearance by 
the Food and Drug Administration. 


Further research shows that animal collagen 
has been used in sutures for over a hundred 
years and has been used in heart valves as 
a biomaterial. 

Approximately ten years ago a few 
biochemists and physicians started to use col- 
lagen "bandages" in the treatment of burned 
skin. 

During this experimental stage these scien- 
tists discovered a method of using soluble 


_animal collagen to replace lost skin tissue. The 


animal collagen being the most harmonious 
with the human. body is the protein extractions 
from the calf. 

Today, a physician can replace, through in- 
jections, the lost tissue in the uppermost layers 
of the skin. This can include depression areas 
around the eyes, mouth, certain expression 
lines, stress lines, frown furrows between the 
brows, acne and some scars.

“filler material” plumps up the underlying 
skinlayer and gives a smoother appearance. 

It may take two to four injections with small 
amounts of collagen, depending upon‘ the 
depth of the depression. But, before the treat- 
ment begins, it is necessary to take a “skin 
test” this will help determine whether you are 
sensitive to the material. 

Special care is required for some people, 


especially those with histories of allergic reac- 
tions to other substances. 

Those with active inflammatory skin condi- 
tions) such as: cysts, pimples, rashes, hives 
and infections. Also, the safety of treatment 
during a pregnancy has not been established 
to my personal satisfaction. 

Some other adverse reactions to protein in- 
jections are: redness, swelling and itching. 
These reactions have occurred despite a 
response-free skin test. A few people have 
developed an infection at the site of the 


“injection. 


A few, have also experienced systemic con- 
ditions . . nausea, rash, muscle aches, 
headaches, dizziness and difficulty in 
breathing. It is very, very important to discuss 
with your doctor, your medical history, and all 
treatment reactions. He or she can best 
evaluate the,appropriateness of treatment for 
you, and answer all questions. 

The distinct difference between collagen 
creams and injected collagen is: Creams work 
only on the surface of the skin to retain water, 
and the medical product is injected into the . 
epidermis with a needle, by a physician, to 
work below the skin surface, as.a “filler”. 

And, remember this: Soluble protein is 
subject to the same mechanical and 
biochemical forces that break down your own 
natural collagen! Like the stress that the skin 
takes from smiling, repeated facial 
movements...even the pursing of the lips 
when kissing! 

Plus, sunlight, and thesaimighty pult-of 
gravity! So, in time as you continue to grow 
older, the “improvement injections” will 
gradually face, and a touch-up treatment will 
be necessary. The best part is, with touch-ups 
usually less material is required than the 
original treatment series, and therefore will 
cost less. 

The cost for the treatments will vary accor- 

ding to the amounts of protein used, from $300 
> § ‘Se The touches! orotkabhy eget trom 
$100 to $300. These are approximate figures” 
and in general a collagen injection treatment 
is a Jot less than a face-lift, which involves 
hospitalization.
